Jan 
5 — Charles Boehm, superintendent 
of Bucks County schools, met with 
officials and m em bers of tin* school 
boards of Tullytown arid

Boehm explained that tin* easiest 
arid most beneficial sim plifications 
that could he made, would be Ba­ 
the lines to follow str*M>t*, in such 
a m anner that there would be as 
little use of one school by more 
than one tow nship as possible. 
D em onstrating on several maps, 
Boehm showed some of tin- changes 
that could be effected. The princi­ 
pal change th a t Boehm suggested 
was for a block of land east of tin*

of the new power line that is now in 
Falls tow nship to in* "allocated" to 
Bristol and Tullytown townships. 
In exchange. Falls tow nship would 
be “allocated” territory south of 
Kcwportville road and east of the 
Oxford-Tullytown

serve to elim inate some of (Ie* ju t­ 
ting portions of Falls and Bristol 
tow nships that lie on both sid e s of 
a road th a t could bo made a tow n­ 
ship line.

SHOES FOR CHILDREN; 
HAVE FEET MEASURED

Take your child with you when I 
buying his shoes and take plenty j 
of time. Good feet are necessary for J 
gins! health, Have both feet measur­ 
ed for length and width, with each 
foot hearing weight. Pull out the I 
toe of the stocking and straighten ' 
th** child’s togs to !>** sure that the; 
measurement allows ample room 
for the longest toe, The correct , 
size shoe should fit the larger foot J 
The widest part of the foot should 
fit into the widest part of the shoe, 
( ailed the bull, at both little and I 
large ttw* joints. 
You can prove the length and 
width of the foot by having the 
child stand with full weight on his 
toes 
The correct 
length 
leaves 
one-half to three-fourths of an 
inch space between the end of the 
longest tot* and the end of the shoe. 
Shoes that fit well should not press 
or hurt when new, slip at heels, or 
pinch either toes or heels. Slipping 
or pinching may cause corns or 
blisters. Cheek these points as the 
child walks around the store on 
his tiptoes. 
laired shoes are preferable to 
strapped types which may cause a 
pressure on the foot. Low shoes 
strengthen the ankles. Very low 
heels give freedom of motion and 
help to improve posture Avoid very 
stiff and heavy leather and be sure 
to examine the inside of shoes for 
any rough places.

A total of 11,640 arrests were 
made in the three-county area by 
State Police for violation of various 
sections of the Motor Vehicle Code 
during the year. 
Eight thousand, seven hundred 
and sixty-five operators arrested 
were Pennsylvania residents and 
2,875 operators were foreign state 
residents. 
The most numerous violation is 
excessive speed for which 4,610 ar­ 
rests were made; 1,050 arrests were 
made for improper passing; 918 
arrests were made for stop sign 
violations; 1.725 arrests were made 
for overweight violations; 494 ar­ 
rests were made for inspection vio­ 
lations; 633 arrests were made for 
reckless driving; 52 drunken drivers 
were arrested: 2,158 arrests were 
made for all other violations of the 
vehicle code. 
During 1951. 18.514 new oper­ 
ators were examined for operator’s 
licenses. A total of 13.543 passed 
their examinations, 4,971 failed, and 
544 were rejected for physical han­ 
dicaps or defective equipment, etc. 
One thousand, five hundred more 
persons were examined for driver’s 
licenses than in 1950,
